shelter, aa It wan at **roe distance from 
a village. Here we remained the rest 
of the day, not in an elated state, and I 
do not reinmdtcr that we exchanged t 
word all the time. 

When It was nearly dusk we mad»» a 
fresh stOTts-bwb u* wo were parched with 
thirst we searched for a well where we 
could slake onr thirst. This we found 
st n short distance. When we began to 
move on. I found the wound In my side 
so pninful that 1 could hardly hobble. 


ing some miles they halt**! after dark at 
the house of some “flynd*,” when* 1 was 
received ln> the kindest manner. 1 was 
furnish id with clean linen, and dvllciont 
sherbet wa* brought. I gnid what I 
most waut«d was a gpnd sleep, a* 1 had 
slept but very little all the w**ek. They 
replied: *!t is not possible for you to 
remain here; If you were dincoverel wo 
should n<d be able to help you, .and you 
rnuat gvt on to Meerut under cover of 
night.” flo off we started ag-tir,, and 
reaching Meerut" early the next morn¬ 
ing, 1 was taken to the artillery hospital, 
where I received every care and atten¬ 
tion, which etuibled me to take the fteW 
ngnluftt our faithless soldiery within a 
few weeks. 

My sorrow was very great on learning 
the sad fsite o# my six companions, who 
had been massacred very close t-> the 
spot where they had been obhg-'d to 
leave sia" 


Willoughby offered to stay, hut 1 for¬ 
bade him, and bidding them to be of 
good cheer awl (»od speed, we made the 
parting as brief as possible. LittU* 4kl 
1 think then that 1 should be preserved 
bat weald never behold the face* of aiy 
friends again, lor they were all waylaid 
and cruelly slain by a party of natives 
within three miles of the spot wlu-re I 
was left to perish (If not rescued), at 
the hands of the n lcntieae natives or to 
die a lingering death from exposure and 
starvation. Truly, my escape from death 
was wonderful, and the wound which 
brought me low ultimately prove] my 
salvation. 

During thf> night I had snatches of 
sleep, but for the most part the pain 
from my wound and my dire predica¬ 
ment kept me awake. Early the next 
morning 1 was aroused from a brief 
slumber by a kick given to me by a boy 
who was tending goats, snd who ran off

•There’# a deal o’ huuuin uature In the 
world!" n* someone ha* wisely remarked, 
and special correspondents in the field 
often illustrate the truth of this weighty 
statement. Even in such a seemingly 
simple matter aa equipment they hav# 
their foible*. Home arrive at the scene 
of operations hi very light marching or¬ 
der—a pencil, a corkscrew, and a lift* 
opener constituting the bulk of their field 
kit. Thla la the recognised minimum;
